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THE BULGARIAN 
MYSTERY 


Non-Fulfilment of Early 
Pledges 


The seemingly contradictory »statements and 
decrees about the Bulgarian Jews which have been 
issued in recent weeks are giving rise to considerable 
contusion. 

Shortly after the secession of the Bulgarians from 
the Axis camp, it was officially stated that “ in 
pursuit of the policy announced by the Government, 
the Cabinet has removed all restrictions against the 

Jews. This applies to all decrees under the Law 
for the defence of the State: . ...”” 

The official statement went on to say that on 
August 24 last the Minister of the Interior received 
the newly appointed Jewish Executive Council to- 
gether with their full staff, and informed them of 
the Government's. decisions regarding the Jewish 
question 

At the end of September, M. Kazasov, Minister 
of Propaganda, said: “ The Government has no 
objection to and will make no difficulties in the case 
of Jews wishing to emigrate to Palestine. . The 
Government. has annulled all laws of an anti-Jewish 
character .. . Jews already enjoy full equality of 
rights and now live under the same conditions of 
freedom as the Bulgarian people ... Jews will 
get back all their property, businesses, and other 
assets owned by the State. . .” 


The Government's Promise 


Three days after the Propaganda Minister's 
declaration, M. Staynov, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, told a group of Jewish journalists that the 
Government would return everything. confiscated 
by the former regime and would give compensa- 
tien. . . . Emigration to Palestine would remain 
free to those not subject to the present mobilisation. 

On October 7 a somewhat remarkable broadcast 
was put out in Hebrew over the Sofia radio. The 
Government had published the War Criminals Law, 
the broadcast said and that morning the Minister 
of Justice had announced that the law would be 
Pe ames to those acting criminally against Bulgarian 

ewry. 

There followed a statement by the Chff Secre- 
tary of the Ministry of Propaganda, M. Favonovy, 
a Jew, which said “. . . all the political and social 
problems of oe Jewry have been solved .. . 
the losses caused to the Jews will require years to 
repair. 

“ The State ts in a difficult situation, requiring 
the aid of the democracies and all classes including 
the Jews in order to work for world peace. State 
compensation will be found for suffering Jews... . 
The Government will utilise the means confiscated 
from those responsible in order to compensate the 
sufferers, . 

“ For the common needs of both Bulgarians and 
Jews, the Government must atone for past actions. 
In my opinion, a foreign loan is the best solution, 
Foreign aid for Bulgarian Jews will be welcomed 
because it will demonstrate the goodwill of the 
wealthy democracies in assisting Bulgarians in the 
gcneral amelioration of Bulgarian Jewry. 
Bulgarian public is entitled to such assistance be- 
cause it did what was possible to help the Jews in

LORD GORT TOURS 
THE YISHUV 


Visits to the Jewish 
Institutions 


Lord Gort, the High Commissioner for Palestine, 
has been paying a series of visits to Jewish scttie- 
ments afd institutions in the past few weeks. 

His first visit to a Jewish settlement in a rural 
area was paid to Har Etzion, whose eolonists belong 
to Hapoel Hamizrachi' He was accompanied by 
the District Commissioner, Mr. Newton, and other 
dignitaries, and spent two hours there. 

On his Grst visu to Haifa, he stated that he had 
heard much about that city when in London; par- 
ticularly concerning the ability of its Mayor, Mr 
Shabbatai Levi, and the harmony existing among al! 
the communities within the municipal administra- 
tion, Lord Gort added that Haifa made every 
impression on him of a city with a great future 

Tiberias and Safed were also visited. Acknow- 
ledging a speech of welcome in Tiberias by the 
Jewish Mayor, Mr. Dehan, Lord Gort said that 
it was his purpose to bring peace and happiness io 
all the inhabitants of Palestine ' 

Jewish school children in Affuleh cheered him 
when he visited the settlement at the conclusion of a 
three-day tour of Gallilee. He was greeted by 
representatives of all settlements in the Esdracion 
Valley. Replying to their speeches, Lord Gort said 
he was aware of the part the Emek Jezreel was 
Playing in the war effort and that many settlers 
were serving with the Forces. 


At University and Hospital 


When Lord Gort paid his first visit to the Hebrew 
University he was received by the President, Dr. 
J. L. Magnes, and Prof. Saul Adler. He also 
inspected the Hadassah-Rothschild Hospital, and 
met Miss Henrietta Szold, who is at present under- 
going medical treatment there. The students enter- 
tained him to tea. 

A formal reception was given by Lord Gort at 
Government House to about 80 members of the 
press in Palestine and to forcign press .correspog- 
dents. This is the first time that any Palestine 
High Commissioner has given a reception exclu- 
sively to the press 

Lord Gort last week visited Beer Tuvia, a settle-

PREPARING FOR PEACE-TIME 
EXPANSION 


Agency Creates New Financial Bodies 


With a view to preparing for the transition from 
war to peace, the Jewish Agency, reports Palcor, 
has established a number’ of new bodies to carry 
out economic constructive tasks for the development 
of Palestine. 

They include the Industrial Trust, with a paid-up 
capit of £200,000, to which the Anglo-Palestine 
Bank has contributed £150,000, while the remainder 
has been furnished by the Jewish Agency, in addi- 
tion to the existing funds created by the Agency 
for the encouragement of industrial activities; the 
Agricultural Trust, with a capital of £150,000, for 
granting long-term loans to cultivators; and a 
second Mortgage Company, with a capital of 
£100,000, of which the Jewish Agency has given 
£50,000, while the Genera! Mortgage Bank and the 
Histadrut have contributed £25,000 each. 

Furthermore, an Agricultural Contracting Com- 
pany has been created, with a capital of £50,000, half 
of which was contributed by the Jewish Agency and 
half by the Histadrut. In addition, the capital of 
a number of existing like the Bitzur, 
Nir, Rassco, Pasa. etc., been substantially 
increased.

LABOUR PARTY AND 
PALESTINE 


‘Conference Resolution 


Professor Harold J. Laski presided this week in 
the absence through illness of Miss Ellen Wilkin- 
son, M.P., at the Labour Party's Annual Conference 
in London. In the course of his opening spcech 
on Monday, he said: 

“In a party composed of workers by brain as 
well as workers by hand, I accept your choice of 
myself—British by birth, middle-class by origin, 
Jewish by inheritance—as symbolic of the vital tact 
that the Labour Party knows no boundaries save 
those which are defined by faith in its principles and 
policies.” 

Mr. C. R. Attlee, M.P., speaking on Tuesday on 
post-war international settlement, said that in the 
resolution (which he was moving) they expressed 
their horror at the terrible brutalities and cruelties 
inflicted by the German and Japanese forces and 
They were right to-do so. 

We have become inured,” he said, “to bar- 
barities in this 20th century a hundredth pari of 
which would have.caused a world-wide outcry in 
the 19th century. ‘The conscience of the world has 
become deadened. This is orie of the things which 
must be taken into account in the post-war settle- 
ment.” 

The special resolution, moved by Mr... Aitiee on 
behalf of the National Executive of the Labour Party, 
welcoming the Executive's statement on international 
post-war policy, was adopted. It contained the 
following paragraph on Palestine: 

“Here we have halted half way. itresolute between con- 
flicting policies. But there is surely neither hope nor mean- 
ina in a * Jewish National Home’ unless we are prepared to 
ict Jews, if they wish. enter this tiny land in such numbers as 
to become a majority There was a strong case for this 
before the war There is an irresistible case now, after the 
unspeakable atrocities of the cold and -caiculated German 
Naai plan t kill all Jews in Europe. Here. too, in Palestine 
surely is a case, On. human grounds and to promote a stable 
settlement, for transfer of population. Let the “Arabs be

U.S. PRO-PALESTINE CONFERENCE 
Mr. Ickes’s Message 


An cight-point programme for reconstruction 
work in Palestine and the rescue of refugees was 
adopted at the National Pro-Palestine Conference 
held in Chicago recently. 

The programme demands (1) international assist- 
ance in transplanting hundreds of thousands of 
Jewish refugees from Europe to Palestine: (2) the 
abandonment of the White Paper policy; (3) unre- 
stricted Jewish immigration into Palestine: (4) the 
right for Jews to purchase land in Palestine on the 
same basis as others; (5) recognition by the world 
Powers of a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine: 
(6) the establishment of a United Nations fund to 
resettle homeless Jews after the war: (7) that the 
United States Government make available shipping 
for the transportation to Palestine of refugees from 
Europe, especially children; and (8) that the Jews 
of America dedicate themselves to raising 
$30,000,000 in 1945 for constructive work in 


Palestine. 
According to the New York Times, Mr. Harold 
L. Ickes, U.S. Secretary of the Interior, and Mr. 


Adolf A. Berle, Assistant Secretary of State, in 
messages to the conference, praised the reconstruc- 
tion work done in the Jewish homeland of Palestine, 
adding that it was an inspiration to those who must 
rebuild Europe after the war, 

Mr. Ickes noted that President, Roosevelt had 
made public “ the conviction that the American 
people would give their support to a realisation of 
the hope of a free and democratic Jewish Common- 
wealth in Palestine,” and the message continued ; 
“IT am sure that his feeling has the support of all 
elements of the population.” 

Mr, Berle’s message tread as follows: “ We all 
appreciate the very substantial contribution which 
the Jewish community in Palestine has made during 
these war years we share with that community 
the confident hope that the day is not far off when 
the tragic sufferings of the Jewish people in Europe 
will be at an end.” 


CONGRESS RESOLUTION 
POSTPONED 


The U.S. Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
has postponed until the next session of Congress, 
on January 20—which will be a new Congress-— 
any further action on the Palestine resolution which 
has been pending for some time, The Chairman 
of the Committee, Senator Tom Connally, said the

In the discussion, Mr. R. T. Paget (Northampton) 
sand: “ Don't think that victory over Germany 
and Japan would mean the defeat of Fascism. In 
faci, the very reverse would be the case. Let them 
be warned of the idea of racial hatred, he urged. 
 “ The idea,” he said, * of hatred of the Germans 
is brought forward by the reactionaries in precisely 
ihe same terms as hatred of the Jews wax brought 
forward by Rosenberg. You get the same pseudo- 
scientilic nonsense about the hereditary evil of a 
whole nation.” ; 

Mr. Arthur Deacon said he was ver¥ much con- 
cerned with the need of giving full assistance to the 
people in the liberated countries. 


Resolutions: on Palestine 


A number of resolutions were also on the agenda 
dealing with the subject of Palestine 

Welcoming the stand on Palestine as the National Home 
for the Jewish people contained in the National Executive 
Commitiec’s report, a resolution introduced by the City of 
teceds Labour Party expresses the belief that ** the time has 
come for this country to promote and guarantee the cstab- 
lishment of Palestine as a free Jewish Commonwealth.”’ 

A resolution submitted by the Liverpool! Trades Council 
amd Labour Party specifically urecs that the Jews be given 
the opportunity to become the majority in Palestinc. and a 
résaotation of the Central Leeds District Labour Party adds 
to the Palestine programme the demand for cauality of rights 
of the Jews everywhere, including the rieht to develop their 
religious life and national heritage 

All three resolutions cmphasise that the Arabs should havc 
free choice to remain and share the benefits of Jewish 
colonisation, of to be helped to settle in the underpopulated 
neighbouring countrics. 

The Poale Zion also have a cesolution down 

But at the time of writing. just before the paper 
foes to press (writes a representative of THe Jewtsx 
CHRONICLE), it is not certain whether these will come 
up, first, because the above-quoted statement on 
Palestine in the National Executave Committees 
report has already been adopted, and, secondly, 
because of shoriage of time, the conference having 
among many other matters devoted much discussion 
to the situation in Greece. 


Mr. Walker's Bon Mot 


Mr. James Walker, M.P., in the course of a 
speech during the discussion on the application for 
affiliation for the Common Wealth Party, said 
that the Gommunists claimed thai their philosophy 
was based on the economics of Marx and Engels; 
so far as the Common Wealth Party was concerned, 
their philosophy, in his opinion, was based on the 
economics of Marks and Spencer—cheap seats in 
Parliament gained at the expense of other Parties 
during the political truce.

Palestine Memorandum to be 
Submitted to Government 


LARGE MAJORITY IN FAVOUR 


Alter a long discussion, the following resolution 
was adopted by a special general mecting of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, over which the President, 
Mr. Leonard Stein, presided, at Woburn House. 
last week : 

“ That this meeting approves the Memorandum 
on Palestine with the amendments recommended by 
the Council and authorises its submission as so 
amended to his Majesty's Government.” 

Mr. A. Alexander, in moving the resolution, 
explained the steps which had led up to this latest 
consideration and the small amendments passed at 
their last Council meeting (as reported in Tue 
Jewrsn Curonicte of November 10) 

The whole structure of the Memorandum, said 
Mr. Alexander, showed that u was and ts intended 
io submit it to the Government as the expression 
of the views of the Anglo-Jewish Asociation on 
Palestine policy. He imagmed that the Memoran- 
dum would be submited under cover of a formal 
letter to the Government, and if they were invited 
by the Government to assist at any discussion or 
in any elaboration of the Memorandum, they would 
naturally accept such an invitation 


No Criticism of General Argument 


The special procedure which was adopted of 
having two general mectings on this Memorandum 
and of submitting ut to the General Purposes Com- 
mittee aod the Council, was to ensure that proper 
consideration was gtrven to the representations made 
by members and others before and at the last mect- 
ing. Personally, he had had the further advantage 
of atteading meetings during the interval, at which 
he had tried to explain their Memorandum to mixed 
Jewish audiences. consisting partly of members of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association and of non-members. 
At those. meetings they met with extremely hitic 
criticism of anything in the Memorandum itself. 
It seemed to him to. be very. significant that no 
criticism was directed to the general argument im 
the Memorandum or the principles of ‘policy 
which were enunciated at the end, The criticisms 
were directed to matters outside the Memorandum 
hisell They were reproached with having failed 
to present a united front, with the omission of any 
endorsement of the claim to a Jewish Common-., 
wealth, with ‘the denial of sovereign rights to the 
Jewish Agency in the matter of immigration, with 
ther reference to self-government, and also with 
their mtention to make separate representations to 
the Government 

On these points, he was able to explain that 
they had sought .co-operation very earnesily over 
a long period and that a joint statement had been 
found impossible, but that the understanding was 
that they should*stress the large measure of agrec- 
mem rather than. the points.of difference, and that 
they for their part had loyally adhered to this under- 
standing. It was they who were surprised and dis- 
appointed at the collapse of this understanding, 
which they still thought was the proper estimate 
of the course the negotiations had taken and a 
true representation of the present position. 


Gross Misrepresentation 


It was clear that there had been gross misrepre- 
sentation of their intentions in the matter. of the 
submission of their Memorandum to the Govern- 
ment. Instead of understanding their intentions as 
the normal procedure a body such as the Anglo- 
Jewish Association should take in a matter in which 
they and the Government were so vitally interested, 
they were reminded of 1917 and charged with 
trespassing on the prerogatives of the Jewish Agency, 
the Board of Deputies, and so on. 

Now, he would like to say this: the co-operation 
of the Association and the expression of its views 
on the question of policy with regard to Palestine 
were wholly consistent with the spirit and letier of 
the Mandate, which, m_ respect of.the Jewish 
Agency, expressed the hope that other Jewish bodies 
would be brought in to co-operate in that spirit. 
It was perfectly proper, normal, and natural, quite 
apart from all other considerations, that on this 
matter of policy in Palestine the Anglo-Jewish 
Association should freely express its views. They 
were not trespassing on the prerogatives of any 
other Jewish body. They were fulfilling their 
elementary function. in putting forward to the 
Government their views in a matter so vital to the 
British Government and to themselves. 


Starting Point for Further Development 


Mr. Anthony de Rothschild, seconding the resolu- 
tion, said he looked upon this proposal as marking a 
starting point for further development, lt was pur- 
posely drawn in very general terms. Once the 
principles were accepted, it should be comparatively 
easy to work out the details. 

‘Dr. P. I. Wigoder said that a number of people 
present might not find anything particularly harm- 
ful in the document if it were. adopted, bui might 
find it very harmful if the document wtre submitted 
to H.M,. Government. 

Dr. D. D. Raphael said it had been said that this 
Memorandum was a repetition of what happened 
in 1917. But what happened in 1917 was that the 
Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion protested against what the Government pro- 
posed to do. This time the Association was pro- 
testing against the Government's White Paper 
policy. It was exttemely important to make this 
clear. 

Dr. P. 1. Wigoder declared that without Jewish 
control of immigration they would not have a 
Jewish State in Palestine. In the past they had had 
three Arab risings and each time there had been 
concessions. The Jewish communities of Man- 
chester, Leeds, and Glasgow, he said, were in favour 
of a Jewish State and Jewish control of tmmigra- 
tion. The Jewish Board of Deputies had declared 
themselves in favour of it. What was going to be 
gained by the Anglo-Jewish Association ee to 
the Government? He appealed to them to retrain 
from going to the Government. Dr. Wigoder then 
aired that the second part of the resolution “ and

Resolutions on Palestine 


A number of resolutions were also on the agenda 
dealing with the subject of Palestine. — 

Welcoming the stand on Palestine as the National Home 
for the Jewish people contained in the Nationa! Executive 
Committee's report. a resolution introduced by the City of 
iceds Labour Pafty expresses the belief that “the time has 
come for this country to promote and guarantee the estab- 
lishment of Palestine as a free Jewish Commonweaith.” 

A resolution submitted by the Liverpool! Trades Council 
and Labour Party specifically ureecs that the Jews be given 
the opportunity to become the majority in Palestine. and a 
resolution of the Cemral Leeds District Labour Parity adds 
to the Palestine programme the demand for cquality of rights 
of the Jews everywhere. including the right to devcjop their 
religious life and national heritage 

AM three resolutions emphasise that the Arabs should havc 
free choice to remain and share the benefits of Jewish 
colonisation, or to be helped to settic in the underpopulated 
noghbouring countrics.

‘oO present a united front, with the omission of any 
endorsement of the claam.to a Jewsh Common-, 
weaith. with the denial of sovereign rights ro the 
Jewish Agency in the mattey Of immigration, with 
then reference to self-government, and also with 
their intention to make separate representations to 
the Government 

On these points, he was able to explain that 
they had sought co-operation very earnestly over 
a long period and that a joint statement had been 
found mopossible, but that the understanding was 
that they should stress the large measure of agrec- 
ment rather than the. points of difference, and that 
they for their part had loyally adhered to this under- 
standing. It was they who. were surprised and dts- 
appointed at the collapse of this understanding, 
which they stil thought Was the proper estimate 
of the course the negotiations had taken and a 
true represenjation of the present position 


Gross Misrepresentation 


It was clear that-there had been gross misrepre- 
sentation of their intentions in the matter of the 
submission of their Memorandum to the Govern- 
men Instead of understanding their intentions as 
the normal procedure a body such as the Angio- 
Jewish Association should take im a matter in which 
they and the Government were so vitally interested, 
they were reminded of 1917 and charged with 


trespassing on the prerogatives of the Jewish Agency, . 


the Board of Deputies. and so on. 

Now, he would like to say this: the co-operation 
of the Association and the expression of its views 
on the question of policy with regard to Palestine 
were wholly consistent with the spirit and letter of 
the Mandate, which, m_ respect of the Jewish 
Agency, expressed the hope that other Jewish bodies 
would be brought in to co-operate in that spirit 
It was perfectly proper, normal, and natural, quite 
apart from all other considerations, that on this 
matter of policy in Palestine the  Anglo-Jewish 
Association should freely express its views. They 
were not trespassing on the prerogatives of any 
other Jewish body. They were fulfilling . their 
elementary function tm _ putting forward to the 
Government their views in a matter so vital to the 
British Government and to themselves 


Starting Point for Further Development 


Mr. Anthony de Rothschild, seconding the resolu- 
tion, said he looked upon this proposal as marking a 
starting point for further development, It was pur- 
posely. drawn in very general terms. Once the 
principles were accepted, it should be comparatively 
easy to work out the details. 

Dr. P. I. Wigoder said that a number of people 
present might not find anything particularly harm- 
ful in the document if it were adopted, but might 
find it very harmful if the document were submitted 
to H.M. Government. 

Dr. D. D. Raphael said it bad been said that this 
Memorandum was a repetition of what happened 
in 1917. But what happened in 1917 was that the 
Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion protested against what the Government pro- 
posed to do. This time the Association was pro- 
testing against the Government’s White Paper 
policy. It was extremely important to make this 
clear. 

Dr. P. |. Wigoder declared that without Jewish 
contro! of immigration they would not have a 
Jewish State in Palestine, In the past they had had 
three Arab risings and each time there had been 
concessions. The Jewish communities of Man- 
chester, Leeds, and rene wel he said, were in favour 
of a Jewish State and Jewish control of immigra- 
tion. The Jewish Board of Deputies had declared 
themselves in favour of it. What was going to be 
gained by the Anglo-Jewish Association going to 
the Government? He appealed to them to refrain 
from going to the Government. Wigoder then 
moved that the second part of the resolution “ and

THE FEDERATION OF 
SYNAGOGUES 


Large Meeting Supports 
Constitutional Group 


BRIGHT PROSPECTS FOR PROPER 
LEADERSHIP 


The Constitutional Group of the Federation of 
Synagegucs outhned its plan for the future pro- 
gramme of the Federation whereby it should be- 
come once again the recognised representation of 
Orthodox Jewry, at a meeting of Presidents and dele- 

ates of constituent Synagogues, beid at ADsa 
louse, Commercial Road, E.!, on Monday. 

Abour 70 delegaics were present, representing 
over 40 Synagogues, and in the discussion which 
followed the main speeches by the leaders of the 
Group, many points were raised, such as: where the 
Federation had failed in the past, the dictatorial 
manner in which it had been run for many years 
past to ws detriment, lack of help the con- 
stituent Synagogues bad had from the Head Office, 
and so on. One or two members sought to exouse 
the Executive, drawing attention to the large sums 
of money given by the Federation to public Jewish 
causes 

There was no dissentient voice to the statement 
that a re-crection of Hon. Officers and Executive 
was long overduc and it was announced that a 
requisition signed by 23 members had already been 
sent asking tor the emergency powers granted ‘to 
the Executive in 1940 to be rescinded and for a 
mecting of the Council to be called for the purpose 
of a re-election by ballot. 

Mr. Jack Goldberg presided and recalled events 
prior to 1939 when the Constitutional Group had 
@rst pressed for a re-election and sent two requisi- 
trons for it, both of which were ignored: how they 
had then called the leaders of the Federation to 
the Beth Din which had given a judgment that an 
should take place one month. The 
war then intervened and they were deprived of the 
services of Dr. B. Homa-—who was still on active 
service at the front—who had been leader of the 
Group. They had now assembled to discuss the 
bettermem of the Federation 

Fourteen years had clapsed since Hon. Officers 
were clected. The Federation of Synagogues could 
and would, properly guided, play a most wnportant 
part m Anglo-Jewry. - They asked for support of 
therr policy for the implementation of the Beth 
Din judgement 

Demand for an Election 


Their demand was for an .clection within a 
specified time. Mr. Goldberg concluded by out- 
liming the positive policy of the Group, and their 
practical plans for bringing the Federation into 
communal work as a positive and beneficial force. 

Mr. M.J. Turner saki they stood for the imple- 
mentation of the policy winch the Federation of 
Synagogues originaily set uselftocarry out. He spoke 
ao the work warting to be done and the develop- 
ments which would be called for after the war to 
secure the rchabilnationof those congrcgatjons which 
had drifted away Their Ministers, badly paid before 
the war, were many of them without a home now. 
Ihe same apphed to Readers. Synagogues were 
locked because they had no membership he olde: 
generation was dying out and the youth had drifted 
away. And the reason was sheer negiect by those 
responsible for their 60,000 members. They had 
to try to Duild with whatyras left and make it some- 
thing worthy of the community paramount 
object of the Federation would be the care of 
orthodoxy, which was the foundation on which they 
were formed SO years ago. To be able to continue 
that policy in the interests of orthodoxy, it was 
essential that they should work under good demo- 
cratic leadership 

Mr. A. B. Olivesione defined the task they had set 
themselves as being that Of the complete rcorganisa- 
tion of the Federation. They had to msist that the 
rights and privileges that had been taken away from 
them should be restored immediatcly. When they 
had attained that they would be in a position to 
say by votes at a Council meeting whether they 
were satished to keep in office that set of men who 
for the most part were incompetent and incapable 
of managing the affairs of their institution, but 
whose only concern was to cling to office by onc 
means or another regardless of the consequences. 
What opportunities these men had missed! They 
could have made a place of honour for the Federa- 
tion within the community, Instead of which they 
had caused the Federation to become a byword for 
incompetence and incongruity. Now i was their 
duty at the carlicst possible moment to put their 
house in order by introducing and adopting a con- 
stitution which would safeguard the future demo- 
crate managemem of the Federation, which would 
establish the Council as the highest authority in the 
Federation and secure that all important decisions 
should require the sanction of a majority of the 
delegates present at a meeting. This constitution 
must provide for closer liaison between the parent 
body and individual Synagogues ; it must set out the 
duties and privileges of members, delegates, execu- 
tive, and Hon. Officers. [t must limit the powers 
vested im any imdividual so that abuses witnessed 
in the past could never again be repeated. He 
concluded by paying a warm tribute to the work of 
Dr. Homa. 

Mr. A. Magen. a Treasurer of the Federa- 
tion, replied to some cf the criticisms made of his 
Executive, Colossal amounts of money, he said, 
had been given away. 

The Chairman summed up the discussion and a 
resolution was adopicd to appoint a commiutice 
forthwith from that meeting to enlarge the work of 
the Constitutional Group. Nine gentlemen were 
elected to join Messrs. H. Cen, J. Goldberg, A. B. 
Olivestone, and M. J. Turner to form that committee.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Our Enemies Within 


EAD the story of Chanucah as it is Vividly 
narrated in the Apocrypha and you will agree 
that the struggle of the Maccabeans was no: 

only against the overwhelming hordes of Syrian- 
Grecks but also against the traitors within their 
own camp. These quislings were won over by the 
attractive but spurious: Greek philosophy of lis. 
with its emphasis on art and beauty, with the resuly. 
to quote the Apocrypha, that “ they regarded thei; 
ancestral faith as outmoded and moribund and 
exalted and praised the ways of the Greeks.” |; 
was not so much the cruel ordmances and physica! 
suffering which the vamglorious§ Antioch 
Epiphancs imposed upon them that lashed ihe 
valiant Hasmoneans to daring action but the 
spectacle of more and more of the weak-minded 
and spincless Jewish youth of the day drifting inio 
unbaptised apostasy. The time had come to sirike 
if Judaism were to survive. The aged Maitathias 
and his gallant sons determimed to arrest the decad. 
ence that had set in in the midst of Jewry—, 
decadence that crushed every moral effort, tha; 
emptied life of its faith and hope, that coloured 
everything with cynicism, .and that depicted exi«r- 
ence as a long chain.of fortuitous and meaningles< 
happenings. Such a state of things must not be 
allowed, Why practise virtue and why = cherish 
idealism if the worid were a blind alley and every- 
thing therein decided by the roll of a kind of cosmic 
trendle ? 


GAINST ‘such a jaundiced outlook the Macca. 
beans gathered great strength and struck hard 

With every hammer-blow they sought to emphasise 
that the essence of Jewish teaching consists in the 
value of life and in the nobility of the human being 
who bears the impress of his ‘Creator in his spiritua! 
make-up. Those who had lost nerve within the 
camp had to be retaught that the world was no mere 
hapless accident bot that a Jewish life was colourful! 
with hope and idealism. This teaching would be | 
more eflective if it were born of stalwart: heroism 
and unswerving loyalty to traditional faith. None 
possessed these virtues mm more abundant measure 
than the Maccabees, those mighty souls who caugh' 
whispers of eternal things and who bequeathed 
unto us the legacy of therr flaming spirits. Thei: 
unyiclding demands for moral living succeeded 
arresting the paralysing influences of their day and 
in prociaimimg to the winding processions of 
eternity that mankind will never find a substitute 
for righteousness and deep mner convictions. Ii 
the festival we are now celebrating has any meaning 
um is that Jews must, at all times, battle against a 
corrupt society and ruthlessly exterminate weak- 
lings and trartors from their midst 

Chanucah has a special message for these days, 
days which, in many respects, bear a close resem- 
blance-to the stormy periods of long ago. Then. 
as now, we rcad of a demented Fiihrer, whose aim 
was to marsha! and dragoon all his subjects into one 
totalitarian mass, But with God as-their shicid 
and Judaism as their banner, the faithful band 
fought their way to victory. Had our ancestors 
been as lukcwarm and as compromising as many of 
therr descendaris to-day, had they also been a< 
indifierent to the ideals and aspirations, to the 
national hopes and communal efforts, as many in 
our ranks are now, there would have been no 
Judaism to hand over. 


ET this festival inaugurate a religious reviia! 
in our cOMmunity, stirring our moral laggards 
and spiritual Rip van Winkles so that they will nec 
longer be content just with trifling with such vita! 
probiems as religious education and the survival of 
our people both in the Galut and in Eretz Yisrac!. 
The kindling of the festival lights will be a robot- 
like act unless it. serves as a symbol of renewed 
allegiance and reawakened faith in all that should 
be dear to the heart of a Jew. 

We must not forget that the Maccabeans repurified 
the polluted and deserted sanctuary. What abou‘ 
our deserted Synagogues to-day? Shall they no 
be regalvanised into abundant and teeming activity 
once again? Formerly they were the bastions of! 
the Jewish spirit which enabled the worshipper ‘o 
face his trials at the hands of a hostile worid by 
quickening his moral capacity and by stocking him 
with the invincible weapons of the spirit. Now 
they are considered by many either as hunting- 
grounds for communal honours or even as money- 
making concerns but rarely as houses of prayer and 
centres cf study Just as the Maccabeans realised 
that if Judaism and Jews are to survive there mus‘ 
be a living sanctuary in their midst, so should 1 

Clear to us that, without regular communal wor- 
ship and a sincere educational effort that shouk/ 
comprise every cross-section of the community. 
there is lithe hope for the future. 
_ In this spiritual revival, all must co-operate. !' 
is a task not to be undertaken by the few while the 
many remain as detached onlookers. The Torah 
was given in the presence of al/ Israel and it must 
be, accordingly, the concern of all to observe its 
commandments and to walk im the path it has 
blazoned forth for all times.

NO PARTIAL SOLUTION 


S. African Minister Urges Full 
Jewish State 


*“— do not believe in partial solutions of the 
Palestine question. For me there can be only one 
solution—the creation of a free and independent 
Jewish State within its historic boundaries.” said 
Dr. Colin Steyn, South African Minister of Justice. 
addressing a crowded mecting held in Johannesburg 
recently. 

The meeting was attended by representatives of 
the Governments of the USA. the U S.3.R 
China, the Netherlands, Belgium, Canada. Den- 
mark, Greece, Poland, and Switzerland 

Dr, Steyn spoke of Ficld-Marshal Smuts’s broad- 
cast on Balfour Day three years ago when be said 
that the Balfour Declaration was “not a mere 
accident, a mere eccentricity of the Great War. but 
m its large historic setting and solemn legal form 
one of the great acts of history.” This. Dr Steyn 
declared, correctly sketched the background of the 
Declaration. Its intention was to initiate an era 
of realisation of the ideal of restoring Palestine as 
the Jewish National Home and as a Jewish 
ommonwealth. 

Paying tribute to the Jewish achievement< in 
Palestine during the last 27 years, Dr. Steyn affirmed 
that the Jewish State musi still’ be created lie 


said that this should be done by friendly negotia-- 


tuon with the Arabs, if possible, but if the Arabs 
were nol prepared to recognise the Jewish State. 
then Palestine must be opened to wmrestricted 
. Jewish immigration and colonisation which would 
lead to a Jewish State. 


ZIONIST EXTENSION LECTURES 
Record of Jewish Education 


“ The history of Jewish education is longer than 
that of the hestory of any other educational system 
in the world,” said Dr. Nathan Morris, when he 
gave the first of a series of lectures on “ Jewish 
Education im Palestine,’ at the North London. Zion 
House, 75, Cazenove Road, N.16, recenily. 

‘Beginning in the sixth century before the present 
era, it went on, he said, in an unbroken record 
down to the present day: It was a contemporary 
of the Greek schcol. It saw the rise and the fal! 
of the Roman school, and there was one period in 
history, between the fourth and the eighth centuries, 
when the world had almost forgotten the idca of a 
xhool, when Jewish schools in Palestine and 
Babylon were the only educational jnstitutions left 
for something like four centuries. It was after that 
that Christian education began agaim to rise. 

The Synagogue, said Dr. Morris, was the firs! 
school for adults m the world, and if they wished, 
they could trace back the present meeting—which 
was for the purpose of study—to the early 
Synagogue. 


Dr. A. Melinck presided, 
The Jewish Labour Movement 


Dr, S. Levenberg gave the first of hiss series on 
“ History of the Jewish Labour Movement.” at 
the Hendon Synagogue Hall, Raleigh Close, N.W.4, 
recently 

Mr. John Rosen, Chairman of the Hendon Zionist 
Society, presided, 

Dr. Levenberg deak with the modern Jewish 
Labour Socialist Movement. He traced some of its 
origins to Russian Jewry in the middle of the last 
century, but showed also how the notorious pogroms 
of 1881-82 led to the first Aliyah to Palestine and 
the great Jewish immigration to America, so that 
what was left of socialist activity was only on 
the part of individuals. Gradually, added the 
speaker, the idea was beginning to penctrate that it 
was the task of the Jew to serve his own people. 

Aaron Lieberman was, he said, considered to be 
the father of Jewish Socialism. He had lived in 
London and had been put into many Russian 
prisons and German prisons for his political views. 
in 1876 he organised in the East End of London 
the famous group of Jewish Socialists who’ used to 
have meetings every Saturday afternoon. 

Gradually people began to understand that, in 
order to be successful among the Jewish masses, 
it was necessary to establish an independent Jewish 
Labour Movement, and this led, concluded the 
speaker, to the formation of the famous Bund. 


Evolution of Modern Palestine - 


Mr. Gershon Hirsch recently gave the first of a 
series of lectures on the Evolution of Modern 
Palestine, at the Communal Hall, Forty Avenue, 
Wembley. 

He sketched the vicissitudes of that section of 
the Jewish people which continued to live in Pales- 
tine throughout the ages, ever since the destruction 
of the Second Temple. He spoke of the very early 
Preparations for colonisation in the middie of the 
last century, and chiefly those arising as the result 
of the Russian roms in the ‘eighties, notably the 
Bilu Aliyah. Finally, he described the Baron de 
Rothschild endeavours in Palestine. 


FORMATION OF “HA’OVED” 
Organising Working Settlers for Palestine 


_ The National Executive in London of the Poale 
Zion haé established an organisation called 
“ Ha’ Oved,” whose task is to organise those who 
intend to settle in Palestine as workers and help 
to prepare themselves for that purpose. Its

RECONSTRUCTION—A 
VIEW 


Preserving the Non-War Industries 


lt is clear from Colonel Sir George Heron's 
address at the annua! mecting of the Palestine Manu- 
facturers’ Association, held in Tel-Aviv last week 
(reports our Jerusalem correspondent), that he does 
not envisage the liquidation of the various non- 
vital Palestinian industries after the war, as did his 
predecessor in the post of Commissioner of Recon- 
struction, Sir Douglas Harris (who returned last 
week-end from England before procecding to 
Cyprus, where he will take up the post of Recon- 
struction Commissioner). 

Contrary to Sir Douglas Harris's assertions that 
industries which could not survive the transition 
from war production must be wound up, Sir George 
Heron stated during his address that mt was his 
intention to assist industry to adjust iisell to a peace- 
time cconomy. 

It will be remembered that when the Palestine 
Government's reconstruction plans were first 
announced. Mr. David Ben-Gurion, speaking on 
behalf of the Jewish Agency, declared that Jewry 
would not co-operate, as the plans denoted a conflict 
with the Zionist programme of development. A 
special commiitee comprising all secuions ol the 
Yishuv was then created with the purpose of decid- 
ing upon instances of non-co-operation in specific 
directions... But the committee never actually 
functioned 

The Yishuy now appears to be actively co-operat- 
ing with the Government in various reconstruction 
efforts. including the bearer or premium foticry 
bonds part, whose proceeds are to be devoted to 
reconstruction, as Sir George affirmed, since no 
grants arc to be expected for this purpose from the 
British Exchequer, All funds intended post-war 
reconstruction in Palestine will be rais€d in this 
country, with a third of the proceeds going for civic 
works to municipalities in whose area the bonds are 
subscribed. 

Sir George Heron's reconstruction plans cover a 
long period. Thus he spoke about a public works 
programme extending over a decade after the war 

Among the exhibits at the Public Works. Designs 
Exhibition held in Jerusalem, showimg the proposed 
Government buildings to be erected after the war, 
are Courts of Justice and a structure for a Legisia- 
tive Assembly!

RETURN TO FREE TRADE URGED 


To Combat Inflation 


The fact that while the Governments of other 
countries, both overseas and neighbouring, had 
clearly recognised the necessity to relax controls 
over tradé in anticipation of the transition period 
from war to peace conditions, the Palestine: Admini- 
stration still had to-be convinced of the need to 
allow private trade initiative to help in bringmeg 
down prices by importing freely and cheaply and 
hreaking the viciously high spiral of the cost of 
living, was emphasised at the third annual meeting 
of Jewish Chambers of Commerce held at Haila 
(writes our Jerusalem correspondent) 

About 1.700 firms Umporters, wholesalers, com- 
mercial and commission agents, and shipping and 
forwarding agents) were represented at the meeting. 
which insisted that free trade should now be allowed 
mor rein in combating inflationary tendencies. 

t was stated that if the Government felt that the 
system of import quotas must be continued, mport 
heensing departments should maintain an equitable 
distribution among regular importers on the prin- 
ciple of “ past trade.” The disparity m treatment 
by the Middle East Supply Centre of Palestine and 
Transjordan was noted; it was contended that 
preferential treatment was accorded to merchants 
in Transjordan. The suggestion was made that the 
M.ES.C. should receive a delegation of Jewish 
merchants to discuss the matter. 

Another suggestion was that the Government 
should publish the comparative payments of income 
tax by both the Jewish and Arab communities, which 
it was in a@ position to do, and to levy taxation 
fairly and without discrimination on ali sections 
of the population. The abolition of the system of 
compulsory war risks insurance under the Govern- 
ment scheme, now that the threat of war had shifted 
away from this part of the Mediterranean, was also 
urged as an immediate measure, 


SEVEN-YEAR SENTENCES 
REDUCED TO FIVE 


The General Officer Commanding in Palestine has 
reduced the sentences passed by the Military Court 
on the Jewish workers David Salomon and David 
Epstein, for illegal possession of arms, from seven 
to five. years’ imprisonment each, with special 
treatment. 


PAMPHLETS SEIZED 


The Yishuv’s “war” of illegally printed pamphiets 
(states our Jerusalem correspondent) suffered a 
shrewd blow last Friday, when the police seized 
21,000 teaflets on top of an inter-urban bus pro- 
ceeding from Tel-Aviv to Jerusalem, while a raid on 
a printing press in Lilhienblum Street, Tel-Aviv, 
revealed two Irgun Zevai Leumi leaflets (one entitled 
J Accuse in the course of printing, which lked 
to the arrest of the printer. 

Palestine Jewry’s battle of the pamphiets has 
developed more recently since the Jewish institutions 
issued an appeal to co-operate with the authorities 
in combating terrorism. 


DETAINEES IN ERITREA 


An official communiqué issued b 
Government states that the 25! Jews who were 
recently deported from Palesiine as suspected 
terrorists are now being held under military custody 
in Eritrea. The communiqué adds that cach case 
is subject to reconsideration on iis own merits from 
time to time, as in the case of detainees in Palestine.

tunity of creative work when victory is achieved. 

Let us keep our enterprises clean. Our means 
shall be as clean as is our aim. Jerusalem shall 
be as pure and clean as the heavens over Jerusalem.

Redemption will come 
with victory: its steps can be heard with a still

Mr. Moshe Shertok, head of the Political Depart- 
ment of the Jewish Agency, reviewed the political 
situation. “ We are now at a turning point as 
we were before the end of the last war,” he said. 
“ We need a new decision which should not divert 
us from England, but enable us to reach a new 
agreement with her. Every sign of enmity towards 
England is therefore deadly poison and should be 
considered as national treason,” 

Mr. Shertok spoke of the importance of America’s 
sympathy and aid for Zionism and the friendly 
influence she could exercise in this respect on Great 
Britain. They would have to find an approach to 
the Soviet authorities too, and there was an impres- 
sion that they were ready to re-examine their atti- 
tude towards Zionism. 

“ But England remains the main centre of 
decision and there we shall have to Wage the struggle 
for a Jewish State in the whole cf Palestine, a vital 
necessity for us and for which there is world-wide 
understanding.” 

Turning to‘the Arab problem, Mr. -Shertok said 
that if Arab unity aimed at the development of the 
Arab countnes the Jews would contribute to it, 
but m face of their present activities, the Jews would 
entrench for self-defence, and that necessitated 
their independence and rule in the whole of Pales- 
tine 


No Immediate Final Solution 


“ The day of decision is not yet known,” Mr. 
Shertok concluded. “* But when it comes it will 
It will make 
renewed efforts necessary. We have not brought 
forward the slogan of a Jewish State in order. to 
annul gradual development ang. construction. We 
shall be judged not by our words but by deeds and 
these are: numbers and area.” 

The addresses of Dr. Weizmann and Mr. Shertok 
were followed by a day-long debate. 

_A sensation was caused by the appearance of a 
Communist delegate for the first time for 13 years. 
Appealing to the Yishuv to fight Fascism in every 
form, he declared that he was not opposed to the 
principle of Jewish Statehood; but he found. it 
impracticable. He denounced the White Paper 
policy and rejected partition as contrary to the 
interests of the Arab population. 

The debate was wound up by Mr. Shertok, who 
read the Jewish Agency's last memorandum to the 
Brnitsh Government, demanding the immediate 
establishment of a Jewish State, opposing partition, 
and urging that the control of immigration and land 
purchases be handed over to the Jewish Agency. 

The meaning of the demand forthe “ immediate 
establishment of a Jewish Commonwealth put 
forward in the memorandum was explained by Mr. 
Shertok when he replied to the political debate. 

They demanded, he stated, an immediate decision 
and a declaration on the question of a Jewish State. 
They demanded large immigration under the control 
of the Jewish Agency, The realisation of the 
Jewish State was dependent on practical conditions 
which were definitely a subject for negotiation. 
The plan of a Jewish State called for international 
aid on a big scale. It was not true that this plan 
caused splits and disruption, There was to-day no 
other plan which could command the support of the 
vast majority of the Zionist Movement. 

Resolutions along those lines were passed when 
the session was concluded, and the Assefa rejected 
any partition plans. |

A Jewish delegation, headed by Dr. William 
Filderman,. President of the Union of Jewish Com- 
munities, has visited General Serge: Vinogradov, 
chief of the Russian Armistice Commission in 
Rumania, and submitted to him a memorandum 
containing the following requests: that the 9.000 
Rumanian Jews who are still in Transmfstria, to 
which they were deported by the Germans, should

Dr. W. Filderman said that he disagrees with ibe 
theory of the Minister for Nationalities that the 
Jews are nenher a minority nor a nationality. 

Mr. A. L. Zissu, leader of the Jewish Party. and 
a prominent Zionist, said: “We are and will 
remam Jews and Rumanian subjects. We are 
ready to offer the Rumanian State all loyalty ana 
devotion,” 


BEN-GURION IN BULGARIA 


Mr. David Ben-Gurion, Chairman of the Jewish 
Agency Executive, was received in Sofia by ‘he 
Prime Minister, M. Georgiev, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, M. Staynov, and the Minister of 
the Interior, M. Yugov. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion has also been received by ihe 
Regents. 

_In a statement quoted by the Sofia radio, Mr. Ben- 
Gurion declared: ‘“ From what I have scen-: in 
Bulgaria and after mectings with the country s 
representatives can understand that Bulgaria 
suffered greatly under the Fascist regime. 1 will 
do everything possible among European Socialists 
and the Workers‘ Movement in order to help Bul- 
garia. In a month or two I will visit Britain and | 
will explain to British Socialist circles that vour 
‘country deserves their support in order to re-estab- 
lish its internauonal relations and to strengthen 
ifs economy.” 

Ir. Ben-Gurion was deeply impressed by the 
tragic plight of those in Sofia’s Jewish quarter, fo 
whom no assistance has yet been provided and who 
are living in conditions of abject misery. Large 
families are crowded into small and  unbhealihy 
rooms and the slarved and naked children present 
a pittable sight. Mr. Ben-Gurion promised to Go 


his utmost to enable at least the youngest children 
to be sent to Palestine. 


BALKANS BAR TO PALESTINE 
IMMIGRANTS 


A group of 925 Jews. including 360 children, left 
last week for Palestine under the protection of the 
Rumanian Red Cross. _ 

The steamer Toros with a further 920 Jews on 
board left Istanbul for Palestine, the Executive o! 
Agudat Israel Worid Organisation are informed by 
their representative in Turkey. The majority of the 
Passengers are children ftom Rumania and the 
remainder adults from Rumania and Hungary, ‘he 
Message says.

NAZIS STERILISED GREEK JEWS 


The Nazis sterilised thousands of Jews in Greece 
prior to their deportation, state reports reaching 
Cairo. Women and even children are said to have 
been included in the barbarous practice. 

Professor Conrad Eichenlaub, of Berlin, | 
reported to have been in charge of the sierisalion, 
and to have acted with the utmost brutality. 
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Over one-third of the surviving Jewish popula- 
tion of France will require relicf to gct through 
the difficuk winter months, it was estrmated by Dr. 
Joseph Schwartz, European Chairman of the joint 
Distribution Committee, who has just compicted a 
survey of the situation of French Jewry. A vast 
relief programme has already been inaugurated by 
the “ Jomt ” in France. 

Dr. Schwartz reported that nearly 30,000 persons 
are registered with various Jewish committees for 
some measure of relief, in addition to between 
8,000 and 10,000 children. This number, he pointed 
out, 8 mounting daily and will soon reach 50.000. 
not counting children and those registered with 
public agencies. 

The immediate emergency relicf programme, Dr 
Schwartz announced, will require a budect of 
000,000 francs monthly plus ten to fifteen million 
francs for children. 

This programme will provide for the mainten- 
ance of families not eligible for public relicf and 
will enable supplementary aid to be given to others. 

Dr. Schwartz declared that the French assistance 
agencies are now beginning to function and it is 
hoped that many families who at present are depen- 
dent on committees subsidised by the }.D.C.. will 
be able to receive some public assistance. This is 
especially likely in the case QA families whose heads 
have been deported or have lost their lives while 
active in the resistance movement. 

The plight of the Jews is aggravated by the fact 
that they have so far been unable to recover some- 
thing like 25,000 apartments in Paris from which 
they were evicted by the Germans, Dr. Schwariz 
stated. In Paris alone 60,000 people are dependent 
for them daily meals on the canteens maintained 
with funds provided by the J.D.C. 

Dr. Schwartz said that the present economic 
situation ruled out any large-scale’ reconstruction 
work. The J.D.C., he revealed, is reopening a loan 
bank to aid cases where immediate rehabilitation 
is possible, 

The possibility of helping the community to 
reconstruct communal institutions, such as schools 
and Synagogues, many of which have been demo- 
lished, was being considered. A shortage of Scrolls 
of the Law, prayer-books, and other religious objects 
has been reported and it is estimated that a sum 

of 50,000,000 francs will be required to repair the 
damage suffered by Jewish religious institutions in 
France. 


AID FOR POLISH. JEWS 


The Joint Distribution Commitice of America 
has bought $700,000 worth of lease-lend winter 
clothing and food in Teheran for Jews in the 
liberated parts of Poland and Polish Jewish refugees 
im Russia. The consignment will go to the Jewish 
Relief Committee headed by Dr. Emil Sommersicin. 
which will be in charge of distribution. 

At the same time the Committee placed orders 
with Palestine manufacturing firms for goods to 
the value of $350,000 for dispatch to Poland and 
Russia. The main orders are for shoes and surgical 
instruments. 

The shipment from Teheran is the second made by 
the J.D.C., 50 tons of food and clothing having 
recently been forwarded to the Jewish Rehef Com- 
mittee in Lublin. This action followed an exchange 
of cables with Dr. Sommersiecin. 


A SCANDALOUS ACCUSATION 


Belgian Jewry has been profoundly shocked by 
an accusation in the Socialist newspaper Prupie 
that some Jews have sold their identity cards to 
deserters from the German A-my, 

Belgian Jew-baiters were quick to seize upon this 
opportunity; and have beeen displaying copies of 
the statement in the windows of their homes and 
shops. 

The Jewish Defence Committee has protested 
against this calumny, but the newspaper has not 
withdrawn its accusatior. 

Recently, the Belgian police warned the popula- 
tion to be on the look-out for German soldiers 
who had deserted just before the Germans retreated 
from Belgrum. 

These deserters, thé warning said, wore stolen 
civilian clothes, carried documents whicli they filched 
from German-Jewish refugees whom they had 
deported to Poland, and now posed as Jewish 
refugees. 


MEMORIAL TO ROME MARTYRS 


A monument to the 66 Jews among the 330 
Romans murdered by the Germans in the Ardeatine 
Caves, has been erected on the site of the massacre. 
The memorial, in the form of a Star of David, is 
placed alongside a cross commemorating the non- 
Jewish victims. : 

The 330 men and boys were taken from the Regina 
Coeli prison to a outside the caves and shot, and 
their bodies were g into the caves, in reprisal for 
the killing of ten members of the Elite Guard.

“ The return the Jews to Sofia is a question which 
can be solved by the Government only by palliative 
measures. A real solution is possible only with the 
assistance of the great democracies... .” 

The Mimister of Agriculture, M. Paviov. after 
condemning the Jew-laws, announced over the 
radio on November 5 that his Ministry was draft- 
ing a bill concerning the return of property to Jews. 

On November 17 an announcement was broadcast 
in Hebrew from Sofia saying that the commissions 
appointed some tmmeé before to draft a law for the 
restitution of Jewish property had submitted the 


final draft to the Cabinet for discussion and 
approval. The law provided for the abrogation 
of ail discrimimatory regulations regarding pro- 


perty and taxes enacted since 1940 

According to the new law, the extraordinary tax 
levied on Jews would be refunded: all confiscated 
property and valuables were to be returned to the 
owners; all purchases of Jewmh property were to 
be invalidated, including sales by Jews to avoid 
confiscation. Confiscated moncy would be repaid 
in cash up to 100,000 levas and the excess in bonds 

In the same broadcast the bewildering statement 
was made that before the war there wére some 
4,000 Jews in Sofia, that this number was increased 
during the war by 400 Jewish refugees from Bel- 
grade, of whom 100 left for Albania, and that on 
March 11, 1943, afl the Jews from Sofia and else- 
where, to the number of 10,000. were concentrated 
in a camp in Sofia. 

According to the most authoritative sources, the 
number of Jews in Bulgaria in 1934 was 48,308. 
about half of whom, that ts, over 20,000. had lived in 
Sofia before the war. How this figure can be recon- 
ciled with the figure of 4,000 officially put out, it 
is dificult to say. It would also be interesting to 
learn the reason for making this statement, unless, 
of course, some big mistake has been made. 

Emigrants’ Sacrifices 

A week after this broadcast came another in 
Hebrew from the Palestine Bureau announcing that 
the Ministry of the Interior had, the previous week. 
notified emigrants applying for permission to leave 
Bulgaria that they must sign a declaration abandon- 
ing all movable and immovable property on leaving 
the country. and that they had no claims against the 
Government, any bank, or individual 

The Palestine Bureau had been informed two days 
previously, the announcement went on, that youth 
emigrants and children were not allowed to leave 
the country without their parents 

Four days later, a Sofia home service radio 
announcement stated that Article 7 of the decree 
law for settling the housing question only concerned 
living accommodation. Consequently, after a lapse 
of 30 days, Jewish citizens would be able to settle 
in their quarters only if they had lived in them before 
the application of the racial laws and were forced 
to leave because of those laws. The provisions of 
Article 16 did not apply to shops, offices, ware- 


‘houses, workshops and factories, or accommodation 


where any crafis were practised. Thus, the tenants 
of such premises who had regular agreements with 
the State were not obliged to evacuate their 
premises since the agreements would remain effec- 
tive after the period of 30 days had clapsed. 

A report sent out from Sofia by the J.T.A. on 
December 3, says that a special law concerning 
the restoration of Jewish rights has been approved 
by the Gevernment. The law rescinds “ all pro- 
visions contained in laws, statutes, and regulations 
issued after January 23, 1941, which limit in any 
way the rights of Bulgarian subjects of non- 
Bulgarian origin.” 


Regaining Bulgarian Nationality 


The law refers particularly to the right of Jews 
who resided in Sofia before January 23, 1941, to 
take up residence in the city again after their return 
and at their own request. Jews of Bulgarian 
nationality who emigrated after January 1, 1940, 
and so lost their citizenship in accordance with 
paragraph | of Article 15 of the P-ationality Act, 
can regain Bulgarian nationalhty if they return to 
the country within six months and apply for 
renaturalisation within the same period. They must, 
however, furnish proof that they have renounced 
they may have 
acquired in the meantime. 

t would appear, on examination, that the.con- 
ditions required by this special law may, in many 
cases, be difficult if not impossible to fulfil. ht 
may be that there are some Jews who were forcibi 
deported and are still alive but under Nazi control. 
Others may be abroad, and owing to the difhculties 
of war transport, may find it a physical impossibility 
to return within the specified six months. 

Nor do the decrees on emigration to Palestine 
and the retention of Jewish property by the State 
seem to square with the earlier statements and 
pledges of the Bulgarian Government. | 

A report from Istanbul states that the Bulgarian 
authorities have refused permission for the B'nai 
B'rith Lodges in Bulgaria to resume their activities, 
on the ground that they represent an internationalist 
capitalistic association. Their programme, the 
Bulgarians contend, does not accord with the new 
spirit of the Bulgarian people. 

A memorandum submitted to the Government 
by the Council of the Jewish Communities, asking 
for the return of Jewish property which, during the 
Nazi occunation, was distributed to Bulgarian 
peasants and combatants, has been rejected, states 
another report from Istanbul.

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SHAM FIGHT 


SINCE the wordy war declared by certain Zionists on the 
Anglo-Jewish Association still persists with undiminished 
fury, it will be helpful to examine this curious campaign 
and its professed reasons once again in an entirely objective 
spirit. A good deal of confusion has, perhaps imevitably, 
crept into the discussion which in its latest phase seems 
to tulm more on the question whether the A.J.A. should 
or should not have sent their Palestine Memorandum to the 
Government. But earlier contention was directed to the 
fact that the A.J.A. document had not included a demand 
for Palestine to be made into a Jewish Commonwealth 
On the general principle of the status in Palestine for which 
Zionists ought to work, this paper has consistently stood 
for a Jewish State within the classic limits of Palestine, 
modifying this position only to the extent of supporting— 
in common, it ts happy to recognise, with Zionists every: 
where—the later proposal that that Jewish State should 
ultimately develop into a British Dominion. This modifica- 
tion, first supported in these columns in 1929, has been 
fully justified by the subsequent evidence of recent history 
showing that a tiny little prosperous State such as Jewish 
Palestine will be—a veritable Naboth’s Vineyard-—cannot 
hope to survive long in isolation in the midst of a complex 
Mediterranean zone. The latter days have fully confirmed 
the lessons of cna ancient history. 

It will be remembered that the Board of Deputies, unde: 
the guidance of English Zionist Federation officers, drew 
up a memorandum on Zionist demands, The A.J.A: did 
likewise. Both condemned the White Paper and sough! 
for unlimited Jewish immigration inte Palestine. But 
whereas the Association asked only for eventual scil- 
government afier “ providing for the settlement in Pales- 
tine within the shortest possible period of as many Jews 
as desired to make their homes there,” the Deputies 
demanded an immediate declaration that Paicstine was to 
be a Jewish State, and immediate contro! of immigration 
by the Jewish Agency. When the Association resolved 
to follow the Deputies’ cxample and present the statement 
of their views to the Government, certain Zionists 
denounced this as a sort of “ stab im the back.” The fact 
was, of course, that the Association was only exercising 
its elementary democratic right. Any attempt to. deny 
this right can obviously only. prejudice the deniers 
and, what .is far more serious, damage in British 
official eyes the cause itself in. whose interests the 
attempts made. In any case, there can only 
be astonmsnment at the childlike simplicity and nescience 
winch could suppose that, if the A.J.A. held certain views 
on a Subject of great importance to Anglo-Jewry, these 
would be unknown in official quarters if they were not 
submitted to them with all the formalities of an official 
memorial. Our excited campaigners may rest assured that 
British Government Departments do their business much 


‘more thoroughly than that, and righily so! But in any 


case, and Whether the AJ.A. remained voluble or dumb, 
the Government would, in the last resort, decide its atti- 
tude not on who and how many Jews were:in favour of a 
certain set of proposals, and how many and who were 
against—that consileration had weight in 1917, before the 
Aliyot, net new, however—bdut on broad grounds of reason 
and humanity, right and wrong, to say nothing of British and 
world interests... All this display of temper and platform 


heroics about stabs in the back must, therefore, present 


themselves to the objective observer as antics for antics’ 
sake and quite without serious justification. 

This sham fight atmosphere becomes more marked the 
more ove scrutinises the actual points of difference between 
the two bodies concerned, The A.J.A., like the Deputies 
in their memorandum, asks for unlimited Jewish immigra- 
tion into Palestine to be followed eventually by self- 
government. This represents an enormous advance in the 
attitude of many of its most distinguished and influential 
leaders, extorted, no doubt, by the inexorable logic of 
cruel fact—the desperate experience of Continental Jewry. 
By this change of attitude, the two organisations were 
given the splendid opportumty of marching together, to 


an unexpected extent, over a subject of paramount import- 


ance, Jewish Palestine policy. The Deputies’ Memorandum 
demanded also the simultancous declaration that Palestine 
was to be a Jewish State. .It needs no exceptional political 
acumen to realise that if the agreed demand for unlimited 
Jewish immigration “in the shortest possible period “ were 
granted, the time would come, sooner rather than later, when 

alestine Jewry would become a majority, and could call 


- itself whatever it pleased, State, Commonwealth, or what- 


ever other title it might fancy. Why then all the present 
raucous declamation and pother? On the other hand, is 
it even conceivable that any consideration could be secured 
for a request that a heavily outnumbered minority should 
be garlanded with State authority? The whole question 
is whether the Yishuv, having waited for 2,000 years, 
should now wait a few years more until it acquires the 
status of a.™ self-govetning territory,” with its inevitable 
right determine its own name: or whether it should 
demand the name State on a platier. That difference does not 
warrant the Campaign now in full blast, with al] that that 
' against communal well-being. ht is taking the very 


serious risk that the substance may be sacrificed for the 
shadow. As for the demand of Jewish Agency contro! of 
immigration. our campaigners again show their unrealism. 
They forget that immigration touches closely Palestinian |iic 
at every poimt, and for the Mandatory to part with its 
ultimate comrol would be to part with all its executive 
power—and Britain is certainly not likely to go to that 
length. Granted that our experience of immigration con- 
trol by the Mandatory during the past twenty years has 
been grievously disappointing. Still, it is no more practical 
politics to demand that the British Government hand over 
all control of it to a specified body than it would be to 
ask any government to accept responsibility without 
authority. Indeed, the utter absurdity of this anti-A.J.A. 
campaign is-becoming daily more obvious and is lurnlly 
shown up. by the Zionist leader's speeches in Palestine this 
week where Dr. Weizmann has been virtually endorsing the 
policy adumbrated in the A.J.A. Memorandum. 

How then, it may be asked, looking at all these con- 
siderations, have the campaigners. against the A.J.A. 
managed to attract support from so many people by no 
means ali describable as simpletons? One hypothesis 
is that those supporters have been allowed to believe that 
after the war the Palestine Zionist goal is “as good as in 
the bag,” provided that there is no Jewish opposition in 
the meantime. We hesitate to believe that any such hopes 
have been deliberately fostered. But if they have, then a 
tremendous weight of responsibility would lie on any who 
had resorted to such manifestly mischievous and unprin- 
cipled tactics. And if again their assurances should prove, as 
there is every solid indication to suggest, hollow and utterly 
unfounded, they will have added disillusionment and despair 
to the bitter wine of Jewish suffering. 

We profoundly hope that there will be an end soon to 
the present attacks—attacks so vehement and persistent 
as almost to suggest a cold intention to drive a permanent 
wedge into what should surely be, at this critical hour, 
and as far as is humanly possible, a united Anglo-Jewish 
front--with what purpose is anybody's guess. What can 
and must be said, however, is that the A-J.A. has never 
given the smallest evidence of having sought this quarrel. 
Nor could such activity be pursued Sy Deputies who 
were truly representative of Anglo-Jewry. When the 
split between the Deputies and the A.J.A. was brought 
about by the breaking of the alliance of the two bodies 
in the Joint Foreign Commitiee—that step, certain corre- 
spondents may like to be reminded, which was only sanc- 
tioned by a beggarly majority of six votes in a poll of 302 
at the Deputies-—great grief was expressed in these columns, 
and serious anXxicty concerning its reactions on the Deputies’ 
prestige and the communal welfare. Those fears the passage 
of time has not, alas, proved false. But the damage may yet 
be undone or mitigated if ridiculous activities like the 
present sham fight are abandoned as shameful and discredit- 
able to their promoters and to the whole Community. 


U.S. CONGRESS AID PALESTINE 


Trt news that the resolution on Palestine’s future, agreed 
to by the Foreign Relations Committee of the United States 
Senate, will not come before the present Congress but iis 
“refreshed” successor, which is to meet in the new year. 
will not.cause much surprise. The present troubles in Athens 
were obviously likely to have some such effect, and the fact 
that the new American Secretary of State, Mr. Stettinius. has 
influenced the postponement confirms this surmise. Whether 
it would have seemed so logical a nexus in minds more keenly 
aware of the realities in whatever relationship is conceivable 
between the two, is, of course, another matter, A number of 
partisans rush to arms in Greece,.and straightway the Jewish 
cause 1s temporarily deprived of an influential moral encourage- 
ment! There is, however, no reason for Jewish depression 
on this account. Ultimately, the postponement may turn out 
gain rather than loss, for there may be more authority behind 
a resolution passed by a Congress a part of which at least is 
iresh from contact with the American masses than there would 


have been in such action taken by its predecessor with mem- . 


bership not so renewec, and therefore more open to the 


criticism that their sense of responsibility was not so strong. 


In any case, the resolutions of the two Congress foreign affairs 
comnuttees, and those of the two political parties, as well 
as the declaration of the re-elected President, remain on record. 
That fact presents an obvious duty to Jews in America to 
ensure that the matter of the Congressional resolution is not 
cast into oblivion, even in its latest and somewhat toothless 
form, and not by any means for exelusively Jewish reasons. 
After all, the more it-is made abundantly and irrefutably clear 
that the United States has a sustained and practical interest 
in Palestine the more sure will the world be that that great 
country is not turning its back on the world beyond its borders. 
American isolationism, in spirit if not in words. is still a real 
world peril. 


JEWISH HOSTELS 


THE necessity for maintaining Jewish hostels for evacuee 
children has been patent even to the least discerning in the 
Community ever since the first evacuation. But the gravity 
of the living accommodation problem to-day has made it 
doubly and trebly acute. All the more astonishing, then, that 
the Hostels Committee should find itself compelled to turn 
out a number of its young charges for the sole reason that 
it has not the money to keep them. This nasty and unpleasant 
thing is, of course, being done in the least unpleasant way 
possible; the Committee's distaste for casting these children 
to the wolves of the housing shortage is very acute: but it is 
being done. The children with some semblance of a home to 
go to are the first victims of this disgraceful communal neglect. 
The others will have to follow suit, sooner or later. Readers 


~ can imagine the distress that this awakens in the parents.

CAN THE TRUTH PREVAIL? 


THe Community is again indebted to the Rev. H. McNaught 
for some effective speaking on the subject of anti-Semitism. - 
Writing to the Scottish press, he pleads for some effort to 
Sring to public attention “the unique services Jews have ren- 
dered’ to the Christian Church and to civilisation and all man- 
kind.” He cites a few of these manifold services—the 
Scriptures, the worship that is enriched by the Jewish Psalter. 
the institution of the weekly. day of rest, the fact that 22 
Jews have won the Nobel Prize (12 per cent of the total), and 
so forth. “In every department of civilised life, in the Army. 
and m the building of our Empire, they have played their 
part, and far more,” he says. “ Then in common honesty and 
gratitude let the whole truth be fully told, and credit and 
honour be paid where they have been so truly won.” The 
tragedy of it is that when the truth has been told we havc 
the scanty results we see to~<day, The reason is that truch, fact. 
gets a poor hearing. Anti-Semites, like Gaul, may be divided inio 
three parts or categories: those rascals who use anti-Semitism 
as the “ most useful weapon in my political arsenal,” to quotc 
Hitler, the mental perverts, among whom anti-Semitism is 
believed in sincerely, with all the fervour of those who depend 
upon it for emotional release; and the victims of the anti-Semitic 
lies who are just hoodwinked. Those members of the inte!!i- 
gentsia who are largely responsible for directing the murderous 
anti-Jewish cult know the truth well enough, but are concerned 
to conceal or distort the facts. Those who are sincerely anti- 
Semitic are moved not by fact or reason, but by emotion; they 
are psychological pervests and their treatment must be clinical. 
Finally, there are the vast majority: the honest folk who have 
not yet drunk the anti-Semitic lies, the people who have no 
opinions on the subject because they do not know. There 
are very many of this type, not necessarily confined solely 
to non-Jews, and with them truth may still have a chance. 
But the task is long and arduous. Two considerations have 
always to be borne steadily in mind. The first is that anti- 
Semitism has been proved by this war to be a dangerous revolu- 
tionary instrument of singular power. The second is that 
propaganda has developed into an engine of mass moral cor- 
ruption, unknown to past generations, and before which eve" 
the present generation stands baffled and bemused. There has — 
got to be some hard thinking about these twin perils to civilisa- 
tion. Crying of truth, by itself, will not save it. |

JEWISH WELFARE WORK IN INDIA 


The. following extract from a ietter. dated November 3 
from the Rev. M. A. Lew. C.F Jewish Chaplain. India 
Command, dcais with matters raised by a correspondent, 
Private Black, in bis letter printed in Tue 
of October 20. 1944: “ Whatever may be said about the 
previous years’ arrangements before my arrival, the fact 
remains that for last Passover and New Year the afranec- 
ments were. in my opinion. cacelicnt The community spent 
Rs. 40.000 (£3,000) for these two Festivals During these 
two Festivals the majority of Bombay residents opencd their 
hearts and homes to the Servicemen. and perhaps that this 
man (Private Black) came for three Festivals in succession, 
in spite of the so-~<alled * not encouraging cffort.” proves that 
there was something there to attract the men For Passover, 
350 men were accommodated, fed. and feasted. Apart from 
Seder nights and services, we had two dances, one swimming 
gala, one Once Shabbat. one concert. and one living news- 
paper. Between Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur. a similar 
mumber of functions was held. On both these occasions no 
less than 800 private mvitations were distributed amongst 
the men. As to bis remarks about Yom Kippur breakfast. 
unfortunately the Indian Army contractor whom we had to 
engage Was over-zealous, and in the usual stupd way could 
mot understand why breakfast should not be served. I was 
very burt about this on my return from Ceylon and the con- 
tractor was severely reprimanded by the Area Commander 
at my reguecet. As far as his personal remarks about me 
are concerned, let me say that, so far, I have not had 
occasion to cance! any of my arrangements. This man at 
tcast. on his own admission, has been able to attend Passover 
and Rosh Hashana services where he could have contacted 
me personally. My address has been published in Orders 
over and over again. and there is no. ome lettcr in my files 
which has been icft unanswered.”’ I think this letter throws 
a rather different light on t matter of welfare work for 
Jewish troops in India.—Raser Baoore, Senior Jewish

HISTORICITY OF THE CRUCIFIXION 


Could Mr. Scheuer kindly mention the sources he used 
which induced him w make the statement (THe Jewisn 
December page 13): “Lome ago rescarch 
established the fact that the Gospel was a product of writers 
who certainly worked not carlier than at least 300 years after 
the death of lesus of Nazareth." During the last 50 years 
many famous scholars in various countfies and denominations 
have very carefully examined the origin of the four canonical 
Gospels in the New Testament. With very few exceptions, 
theological historical criticism has established the fact that 
the four Gospels were in cxistence before the year 150 A.D. 
Perhaps Christian scholarship on this subject is of no authority 
to Mr. Scheuer. If so, may I. among many Jewish scholars 
only refer to Dr. Kiausner’s book. “Jesus of Nazarcth.”’ 
After careful cxamination of the literature on the fife of 
Jesus, De. Kiausner comes w the following result: The 
Gospel of Mark was written between 66-88, Matthew between 
80-90, Luke between 9-100. John between 120-130

THE POPES SHALOM 


There have been many accounts lately of the 
Pope's greeting in Hebrew of Jewish sojgdiers in 
Rome who have been among the visitOrs to the 
Vatican, These accounts up to now have old of 
the Pope's use of the Priestiy biessine, but Mr. H. 
Rayner, of Clapton, tells me of a more popular 
usage by His Holiness in an encounter with Mr. 
Rayner’s cousin in the U.S. Army, Pvt. Arthur

“ buddy ” right up to the Sistine Chapel, where the 
Pope appeared and said a few words of welcome in 
English. He gave a mass blessing and then on the 
way out he stopped and gave individual blessings. 
Everyone, says the soldier, bowed and kissed his 
ring When he came up to Atkins. he asked. 
“ American? ~ and Atkins replied, “ American 
and Jewish.” Whereupon the Pope stopped and

MORE HUNGARIAN JEWS FREE 


With the arrival in Switzerland of a further 1.355 
Hungarian Jews who had been detained in Bergen- 
belsen camp in Germany since last July, the number 
of Jewish men, women, and children who have 
managed to get away from Hungary has risen to 
| 680, reports Palcor. 

After being originally directed to Spain. but 
having been unable to reach the Spanish frontier, 
the refugees were provisionally interned in the camp 
at Bergenbeisen. 

It will be recalled that 318 Hungarian Jews entered 
Switzerland last August. 


The American Red Cross has announced that 
Palestine immigration certificates or other visas 
will now be transmitted to persons in enemy or 
enemy-held countries through the Internationa] Red 
( ross. 


AUSTRALIAN IMMIGRATION 


The Australian Cabinet has approved a plan to 
bring an average of 17,000 children a year to 
Australia m age groups of six to 12 for aliens and 
ix to 14 for British, reports Tue Times. 

It t& proposed to arrapge with bodies such as 
Unrra, with the Government of the United King- 
dom, and other oversea Governments to select and 
bring to Australia suitable orphans and other 
children. 

Discussions were proceeding in London with 
representatives of the United Kingdom and other 
Governments from whose countrics Australia might 
obtain suitable adult immigrants, as the Govern- 
ment wanted to bring acceptable people from al! 
available sources after the war, but the only proposal 
ready for announcement was that relating to child 
immigrants. 

Australia will welcome peoples of all nationali- 
lies, but the Government Wants them to learn 
English and become assimilated as qguickivy as 
possible.

The Association did 
not pretend to speak for the whole of the Angto- 
Jewish community—there was no body which really 
spoke for the whole of the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity. Alt a critical time like the present, U was 
very much in the interests of Jewish aspirations in 
Palestine that it should be made known to the 
Government that, as regards Jewish aspirations in 
Palestine, the. policy of the A.J.A. was positive, 
affirmative, and emphatically in favour of an 
extremely liberal policy; that it was in favour of 
the ‘doing in Palestine on a very large scale of those 
thines which the overwhelming majority of Jews 
desired to s€e done there. It would frustrate the 
whole purpose of these proposals if they were sub- 
mitted otherwise than to the Government. 

Of .course, they did not go into details at this 
stage. It might be that at some future pomt of time 
they might be asked by the Government to explain 
more fully the meaning of what they said. Speak- 
ing for himself; if such an invitation were addressed 
to them. he felt it would be proper for them to 
consult the Council before they went to the 
Government. As for the phrase “ Jewish Com- 
monwealth,” they were much more concerned with 
realities than with phrases. Suppose, said Mr. Stein, 
that the Government were to say to the Anglo- 
Jewish Association: “ We accept your proposals. 
We are going to provide facilities for the speedy 
immigration into Palestine of as many Jews as want 
to go there, and subject to that we shall give 
Palestine self-government.” Was there anything 
in that to which the most ardent advocate of the 
Jewish Commonwealth could possibly demur? He 
appealed to them to reject the amendment and to 
authorise the submission of these proposals to the 
Government, 

The amendment was lost by 13 votes to 24. 

Dr. Israel Feldman moved that there should be 
added a proviso to the effect that before any con- 
sultation took place with the Government, the 
Council shall be consulted.

Spot-Light on 


Complexion, 
By Helen Hathaway 


N a few short months the days will begin to 
lengthen, and bring to bear on our faces the 
searching rays of the spring sunshine. They give 
the hardest and brightest light, and many a woman 
in mid-March gazes disconsolately into the mirror 
and wishes that in December she had done some- 
thing about her neglected complexion. So just mm 
case you are one of those future repiners here are 
some practical hints for the immediate present. 

Fven at this time of year there are bright days, 
or bright bits Of days, and these should be seized 
by the woman who cares for her skin, for inveAi- 
gating present troubles and for effecting cures. Tike 
a good check-up when the sun intermitiently shines, 
er if you are-so unfortunate as to be always at 7 
when that happens, rig up a strong electric lamp 
and a magnifying mirror, and get to work. 

{ know that you will say these magnifying mirrors 
are distorting and unbecoming, and no woman overt

for long afford to dispense with the self-knowledge 
such a mirror reveals. 

The trouble may: be a general sallowness of the 
skin. and a tendency to wrinkle and crack. Establish 
a nightls routine of cleansing the skin, not merely 
superficially with sponge or face-cloth, but right 
into the potes, This is best donc by spreading a 
little cold cream or all-purpose cream over your 
face and neok while ‘yOu are undressing and letting 
it remain there while you wash or tub in hot water. 
The steam from the hot water opens the pores so 
that the cream can eet right in, and after all your 
other ablutions are concluded, you just wipe off the 
cream and the dirt with a scrap of cotton woo! or 
old Tag 


Washing Your Face 


Then, and nor before, you can begin to wash your 
face properly. It is aot always necessary. 01 desir- 
able to use soap. Rub hard with a flannel or the 
ups of your fingers, and use the water as boi as 
it can be borne. When you fecil really clean, and 
have gone over the entire surface of neck, face, 
cafs, ctc., dash some lukewarm, nol cold, water over 
your face and neck, and dry tt all very carefully 
with gentic but firm circular movements, Finally 
you can rub a tiny spot more of cream into the 
skin just before you climb into bed. 

But now a word about gencral health, which plays 
such an important part in ensuring a really good 
complexion. This is the most trying time of the 
year tor everybody's health, and therefore for the 
skin, First, you must have as much fresh air, night 
and day, as you can possibly get. Sleep with your 
windows and if possible your doors open, and try 
to avoid sitting over fires during the day, Drink 
a glass of water in between meals at least twice, 
if not three times, a day. Go out in all weathers, 
but if it ts very cold and windy, always apply a 
little cream to your face and neck before you powder 
as protective measure. 

Choose your food, even nowadays, with a view 
to getting as much climinating substances as you 
can. You need not go without your daily salad 
because lettuces ate no longer obtainable. Raw 
cabbage or raw brussels sprouts are even richer 


in vitamins and the kind of “salts that clear. your 
skit. Eat raw or grated carrots whenever yoy 
can. 

Exercise, of courf>, *,another important con. 
sideration, and don't run away with the idea tha: 
because you come home dop-tived atter a day at the 
office or in the factory, or ause your housework 
entails all kinds of really hard physical work. vou 
are thereby exercising all your muscles as you 
should, There are very few jobs that use aii you, 
muscles, and most jobs, because they use only a few 
automatically starve the others of the kind of move. 
ments they need to keep them supple. When you 
neglect a muscle or series of muscles you don’t on!y 
court the dangef of becoming a bit stiff, but you 
also allow accumulations of waste to form roun 
the muscles which might be absorbed into the biood 
stream and blossom forth as a most unbecomin:s 
pimple on your forehead, 

Five minutes night and morning doing any rou; 
of movement, but above all those swinging from (). 
waist downwards, wilf work wonders for yo 
general health, and make you feel far less tired a 
well. 

And don't forget, in the morning at any rile. 
open wide ‘the windows, yes, even if it's 
pitch dark, while you are doing your exercises. ) oy 
will breathe deeply and thereby refresh and renew 
your whole system. 

Scrupulous cleanliness in all toilet articles is 4 
first principle and should be doubly watched in the 
dark days. when it is so easy to overlook a grub)y 
powder puff or face leather. If you keep on tubbine 
dirt and grease into your skin eVery time you 


powder, you cannot hope that your pores wi! 
remain active. On the contrary, they will soon 
become clogged and fail to function, with al! the
